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HIGHLIGHTS 

Continuing  the  trends  of  the  past  several  years,  the  number  and  hatching 
egg  capacity  of  participating  hatcheries  in  1964-65  was  less  than  in  the 
previous  year  while  the  average  egg  capacity  per  hatchery  was  greater. 
Decreases  in  the  number  and  egg  capacity  of  hatcheries  occurred  in  all 
regions  and  with  few  exceptions  occurred  in  all  States. 

The  number  of  breeding  birds  in  participating  flocks  decreased  to  32.9 
million,  which  was  the  lowest  number  reported  in  the  past  six  years.  The 
number  of  participating  flocks  continued  to  decline  while  the  average  size 
of  breeding  flocks  reached  an  all  time  high  of  2,  286  birds. 

The  number  of  reactors  found  on  the  first  test  of  breeding  birds  was  down 
to  .004  percent,  the  lowest  on  record.    This  represented  one  reactor  in 
every  22,  707  birds  tested  as  compared  to  one  reactor  in  every  18,  156 
birds  in  1963-64  and  5,436  birds  in  1959-60.
